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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Bolduc does not teach a 
sheath having an intraperitoneal and extraperitoneal end. Examiner disagrees. Although Bolduc may not specifically refer to an 
intraperitoneal and extrperitoneal end, the device of Bolduc meets the structural limitations of Applicant's claims, and since Applicant has 
not claimed features which would clearly define what is an "intraperitoneal" or ^'extraperitoneal" end, it is the Examiner's position that the 
device of Bolduc reads on the claims. As to the snug fit of Bolduc's device, Applicant has not claimed what exactly is meant by a "snug" fit. 
It is the Examiner position that when assembled, the guding catheter (50) disposed between the catheter (60) and insert (22) as shown in 
Figure 2 secures the system in a "snug" fit. 
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
